The ambush laid bv the Wickliffe* 
for th# six deputies on Sunday night 
was cleverly planned. 
The officers 
were led into it unsuspectingly and 
were fired upon without warning The 
deputies fought desperately, and for a 
time escape for any of them seemed 
impossible. 
In the fight thai ensued i 
three deputies, I. T. Gilstrap of Kau 
sas. Otis Tuttle of Vinita and Richard 
Terry of Tahlequah. I. T., were killed 
Thomas Wofford, one of the dept! 
ties who escaped, carried the news 
to Tahlequah and Marshal Darraugh 
issued orders to rush every 
deputy 
marshal In the Northern district of 
Indian Territory to the scene. 
The deputy marshals were search 
ing for the Wickliffe gang for 
the 
murder of Deputy Vier when ambush 
cd. 
Their horses were shot from un 
der them and Deputies Gilstrap. Tut­ 
tle and Terry were killed outright. 
The other three sought shelter behind 
rocks and Wofford was sent back on 
foot to I ahlequah for reinforcements. 
Tit hen he left, the others were holding 
the Indians at bay. 
The outlaws are said to be headed 
by Charley, John and Thomas Wick 
llffe, sons of a former justic e of the 
Cherokee supreme court. 
The three TV ickliffe boys began their 
careers five years ago. when thev were 
concerned In a stabbing affair at an 
Indian dance. 
Last March members 
of the gang killed 
Deputy 
Marshal 
Vier. and escaped after a battle with 
a posse 
The\ are also credited with 
having committed many other crimes. 
Several famous Indian fighters went 
to attac k the outlaws. 
Among them 
are two brothers of Tuttle, the dead 
deputy. 
The Tuttles belong to a fam­ 
ily considered for fighting in the early 
days of Indian Territory. 
When 
the 
two brothers left for the scene they 
declared they would avenge the death 
of their brother. 
After the battle the outlaws were 
besieged In the house of their uncle 
Jim V\ ickliffe. at the scene of the 
crime. 
I here is no telephone or tel­ 
egraphic 
communication 
with

battle ground, and no news has been 
received from a large party of depu­ 
ties. who went to the Spavinaw hills 
to capture or kill the outlaws 
It was 
not expected that they would yield 
without a fight. 
TMrty-flve deputy 
marshals have 
been dispatched to the scene, and 
authority has been granted Marshal 
Darraugh by the department of justice 
to increase the number to IOO. 
it is reported that the full blood 
Cherokee Indians in the vicinity of 
I he battle ground, commonly known 
as the Night Hawks, arc joining the 
Wickliffe*, and the authorities 
fear 
they will barricade themselves In tin 
rough country and a desperate bat

The Wickliffe* are members
